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THE TRIUMPH OF 7THE FRENCH
GOVERNMENT.

A rearrur. ploture of the closing scenes of
the excitling drama in Paris is given by the
brief announcements in the cable telegrams,
We are told that even yesterday, when every
rational Communist must have known that
farther resistance was hopeless, the slaughter
was terrific, that barricades ware captured and
recaptured gix times, that the Archbishop of
Paria and several aotive priests have probably
been killed in cold blood by the insurgents,
and that, as the Government troops’gave no
quarter in their victorious assaults, many of
the Oommune leaders were ecaptured
and immediately shot. At last accounts the
long struggle bad ended in a complete tri-
umph of MacMahon's army, and order is
apparently about to be established. The
Commune movement was stained with so
many extravagances, follies, and orimes that
its overthrow was evident from the ontset;
and the persistence of Paris in auch n mad
struggle can only be saccounted for on the
presumption that among the many bad things
contended for there was one good princi.
ple—the doetrine of local self-govern-
ment. M. Thiers, even in the hour
of victory, will earn the gratitude of future
Frenchmen if he makes a vigorous effort to
have this principle incorporated, to the
greatest possible extent, in the new govern-
mental system of France. If the terrible
ordeal to whioch that nation has been sub-
jected ia to lead to beneficial results of any
desoription, the weakening of her rigorous
old system of sweeping centralization sheuld
be one of them. It is proved now that
Paris is no longer France; let the next step
be to establish institutions wunder which
Paris may be Paris, and each French oity
bhave a local life exclusively its own.

AT IT AGAIN.

Waar the Pope or the French Emperor ever
did to the Reformed Presbyterians that the
Committee on the Signs of the Times of the
synod now in session in this city shonld
have yesterday introduced a resolution ex-
pressing thankfulness for their downfall, we
are not exactly able to understand. We sup-
pose there is some remote connection in the
minds of the Reformed Presbyterians bo-
tween the exile of Napoleon and the oceupa-
tion of Rome by the Italiann Government and
the maesacre of St, Bartholomew, for which
a certain Pope and a certain Frenoh monarch
who lived several centuries ago were imuwe-
diately respopsible, Exactly how the present
tribulations of the Pope and Emperor ade-
quately counterbalance the slaughter of the
Huguenots is, however, not quits apparent,
The nephew of his uncle, 1t is trae, has lost his
throne, but he has saved his neck and a large
amount of hard cash besides, which will
enable him to live very comfortably
for the balance of his days, while it is within
the range of possibility that he may even
return to France and wield the imperial
sceptre again. As for the Pope, he has, it is
true, lost his temporal possessions; buta very
great many of the co-religionista of his Holi-
ness, as well as practical common-sense
people outside of the Catholic cominunion,
consider that this will be a decided advantage
than otberwise to him, and that it will io-
crease his influence as a spiritnal ruler. So
far from the HRoman Church having fallen
with the loss of the Pope's temporal power,
it is stropger in many localities than
it ever was before. Bome persons indeed
contend, and present strong argumsnts to
prove their position, that it is in point of
fact the established Church of NewYork State,
and that it bolds the balance of temporal as
well as spiritual power. Undar these oircam-
stances, it is dificult to see the neceasity of
the Reformed Presbyterians holding a special
day of thanksgiving in November next, nuless,
indeed, it is to give thanks for the misery
whioh has been brought wpon thonsanda of
innocent people, who were neither directly
nor indirectly responsible for the doiags of
the Pope or Ewmperor, by the events of the
past year.

There ia one sensible proposition coo.
tained in the report of the Comuwittes on the
Higns of the Times of the syuod, and that is
that the first day of January nexi be observed
86 a day of fasting and prayer for the sins of
the Church, We presume, of course, that
this means the Reformed Presbyterian
Church, snd we sincsrely think that some of
ita members need to do a little fasting and
praying on account of the seaudal they have
brought upon religion by some of their per.
formances, They also sadly nesd enlighten-
went on & numbar of points, and if on the
first of January next they pray oarnestly that
the spirit of bigotry and stupidity may pass
awey 'rom them forever itis possible that
such scanda s as that of the First Reformed
Presbyterian Church of s city, and sash
Biu[ resolutions and réports s hiyva been con-
sidered in the eynod durihg the past
few days, will not be repeated inthe future,
and the members of the Church wijl by en.
bled to realize the fast that obariy iz 4
Christian virtue worthy of cultivation. Ty,

THE DEAD-LOCK UNLOCKED.

Tuxr proceedings of the State Legislature yes-
terday indicate that a better feeling is spring-
ing up between the two houses, and there is
a fair prospeoct that all the important business
of the session will be disposed of, in some
fashion, by the time fixed for the final ad-
journment. The Democrats are anxions to
avoid or evade the responsibility of adjourn-
ing befors an appropriation bill is passed;
and this part of the legislative business
will probably goon be  arranged.
It remaina to be seen whether
any provision whatever will be made for the
proposed Oonstitutional Convention. The
Senate proposes to submit the projecttoa
popular vote at the October election, while
the Honse insists that it shall be snbmitted
at an earlier period, and the conflict of these
projects may lead to a postponement of the
whole movement; but it is to be hoped that
better connsels will prevail. On the issne
which bas the most direct bearing on partisan
interests, the proposed revision of the
Registry law, the Republican House so far
deferred to the wishes of the Democratio
Sennte yesterday as to cousent to the appoint-
ment of a committee to consider this
sibject. [ The necessity of a Registry law to
protect the ballot-box in this city was illus-
trated by the notorious frauds perpetratad by
the Democracy in 1865, and by the fact that
men who were actively engaged in those in-
famies are prominent leaders of the Philadel-
phin Demoeracy at this time. Dutthe masaes
of the Republican party have no desire or
disposition to enconrage counter-cheating
for the nominal benefit of the Republisan
party, but really desigued to aid in the eleo-
tion of a few of ils worst men to lucrative
offices. Apy provisions in the existing law
which tend to facilitate such a nefarions pur-
pese should, in justice, be modified. Espe-
cial pains should be tsken to prevent the
alteration of election returns, or false count-
ing, and one of the proposed methods of ac-
complieshing this end, viz,, an amendment
requiring that the returns shall be connted in
the presence of the judges of the county
courts, should unguestionably be adopted. It
18 necessary to prevent violence and blood-
shed, a8 well as to ensure an accurate record
of the ballots cast by the voters of Philadel-
phia. Amnd the Ilepublican party should
scorn eny pretended loeal triumphs which
are based on frand, perjury, and a rascally

perversion of the popular will.
|

The destruction of the famous Vendome
Column, by the Parls Reds Is now a matter of
paet history; but as it is none the less instruc-
tive to understand the passions and prejudices
which were at work in the Parisian mind belore
the vandalic nct was perpetrated, the following
from the Lendon Times' correspondence will be
read with interest: —

Parig, May 8.—The event promised for to-day was
the fall of the volonpe Vendome. It had beon pro-
mised by M, Fellx Pyat in the Vengeur, one of whe
few journsls now left ug, For some days there hos
been & seaffoloing surrounding the lower part of it,
and as 8 curtain of cloth at the top of the scalfolding
prevents soy one seelug whether the work of de-
struction has actnally commenced, there 18 no dis-
proving the statement made by luagiontive or
courageons Journalises, thut the column has been
already more than half sawn throogh, and only
wiants o stropg pull with a chaln, helil by gealtis
Communists, o make It totter to 18 fall, Crowds
went, therefore, to take thelr last  look
nt it yesterday.
